In 
the  Ttirktsh  Republic  a  man  la  DOt 
legally  allowed  to  have  OMre  than 
cne  wife.  When  Lady  Atom  was  in 
Palestine  there  were  stlU  men  with 
more  than  one  wife,  but  the  custom 
was  by  no  means  universal.  The 
part  which  economics  plays  In  the 
matter  la  perhaps  better  under- 
stood when  It  la  csplalned  that  by 
Moslem  law  a  man  mnst  treat  all 
his  wives  with  ahs<-ilutc  impartiality 
and  without  favoritism,  f.o  that  if 
he  makes  a  gift  to  one,  he  must  also 
make  a  gift  to  each  of  bla  other 
wives. 

"And  Hwt,"  Lady  Storrs  very 
logiosOy  nmarks,  "is  rather  ex- 
pensive In  these  days," 

A  result  of  the  new  custom  con- 
cerning plurality  of  wives  is  that 
fewer  Moalem  girls  In  Palestine 
aiaiTy.  But  It  does  not  mean  that 
they  are  without  homes.  The 
patriarchal  system  oi  family  life 
.'till  ner.slst.s  stronRly,  and  unmar- 
ried girls  are  well  -  cared  for 
their  male  relations.  And  voting 
of  tbs  strength  o<  the  family  tie  hi 
that  country,  Lady  Stem  noted 
that  In  Maslem  families  marriage 
was  kept  more  or  less  within  the 
family,  between  cousins. 

INFANT  WELFARE 

Infant  welfare  centers  have  been 
established  in  Jerusalem  and  other 
towns  in  Palestine.  Tbs  women  have 
shown  Qolte  aa  tatsrast  In  these 
and  seem  enthusiastic  enough  In 
their  desire  to  follow  the  advice 
given  there  concerning  the  care  of 
their  children.  But  they  someUmes 
find  themselves  taandle^iped  la  the 
borne  In  their  attempts  to  carry  out 
the  new  piinclples,  as  the  husbands 
often  prefer  the  old  ways. 

"Infant  mortality  Is  very  high  In 
most  of  the  Near  Eastern  countries. 
But  this  is  due  largely  to  malaria, 
one  laasop  why  it  Is  net  t«ry  much 
worse  Is  becaure  all  babies  are 
breast-fed,"  Lady  Storrs  says. 
Under  the  British  regime,  malaria 
has  been  wiped  out  In  Jerusaiem. 
and  with  hospitals  and  CUnleK  do* 
ing  their  part  also  to  help,  the  hi- 
fant  mortality  m  that  city  is  not 

nearly  as  bad  as  it  was.  Although 
trained  mldwlves  are  very  few  In 
comparison  with  some  of  the  West- 
ern countries,  maternal  mortality  In 
the  ooutitrtas  of  the  Near  Beat  is 
l  ot  conspkilously  high.  Death  ' 
puerperal  fever  is  not  so  fre.j  ;  : 
as  one  might  suppo.se  Women  do 
not  live  under  the  nervous  tension 
that  they  4o  iB  MM  Oeddental 
countries.

In  avlditit^n  to  the  foii>:i>ii>-  were 
the  siMTtacular  novae,  or  'new 
stars, '  which  suddenly  flared  forth 
In  dassling  brilliance  where  for- 
merly only  a  falat  star  had  bosa 
visible,  ocoaslanalty  pnsssartng  audi 

brightness  that  they  outHMBO  aiy 
other  star  in  the  sky. 

A  recent  theory,  propounded  at 
Mouat  Wilson,  linked  the  brl^test 
of  these  aswas  with  the  formation 
of  the  co.sm!c  rays  and  as  being  due 
to  the  collapse  or  disintegration  of 
a  star. 

"It  Is  computed  that  such  a  super- 
novae  gives  off  la  twaaty-flve  days 

as  much  heat  and  light  as  our  own 
sun  doeA  In  ten  million  years  at  its 
pre.sent  rate  of  coaibMlkNI^'*  tho  lec- 
turer stated. 

Kiamples  of  the  majority  of  thsoe 
variables  were  to  be  found  not  only 
in  the  Milky  Way  of  our  own  sys- 
tem, but  also  In  the  nearer  of  the 
external  galaxlsa,  auch  as  the  Magel- 
lie  cloiida  aad  tha  Aadromeda 
nebulae. 

■CUTCINO  BWART 

The  "eclipsing  binary"  was  not  a 
true  variable,  the  present  theory 
being  that  this  was  caused  when  the 
darker  of  two  stars  revolving  around 
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some  common  centre  cut 
light  of  the  brighter  star. 

The  slides  shown  with  the  lecture 
showed  how  variables  were  discov- 
ered by  means  of  photographio 
plates.  Some  of  these  variables, 
10,000  tlmss  fainter  than  caa  ha 
seen  by  tha  tmalded  gya,  had  la- 
quired  tsn-minute  exposure  to  secure 
the  picture.  There  were  also  shown 
light  curves  of  all  the  different  types 
of  variables.  Illustrating  how  they 
vary  in  brightness,  and  how  thickly 
seeded  with  them  U  the  IdUky  Wajr 
antd  the  Andromeda  nabolaa. 

VMlowlng  the  lecture,  the  audlenoo 
repaired  to  the  grounds  for  observa- 
tion work  under  the  guidance  of  R. 
Peters.  The  .special  object  of  study 
was  Sagittarius,  a  southern  con!  tel- 
ls Uon  visible  only  in  the  Sumsuer 
months,  and  particularly  latensttoc 
because  It  Is  In  the  dlrsetlOB  of  (tai 
centre  of  the  universe.

Kr<'\<..T  looked 
lorward  to  the  day  when  It  wuukl  go  suli  higher. 
Whan  wheat  actually  was  belnff  sold  at  two 
dollars  a  bushel,  the  farmer  appeared  to  be  con- 
tent, but  he  harbored  a  delusion  that  hla  prod 
ueta  could  be  "atablllxed"  at  that  figure  aiui 
actually  tried  to  keep  It  there.  The  price  of  wheat 
lell  to  a  deplorably  low  figure  and  stayed  there 
lor  too  long  a  period.  The  farmer  suffered  great 
•dverflity.  and  we  All  cympAthlaed  with  him  In 
his  affliction. 

But  every  tide  in  the  affairs  of  men,  including 
the  f^fTalrs  of  the  grain  growers,  turns.  We  are 
buck  again  to  the  days  when  good  crops  on  the 
plains  portended  good  times  for  all  the  people 
Of  Canada.  We  are  no  longer  considering 
measures  for  curtailing  wheat  acreage  and  re- 
ducing crops.  Wheat  has  gone  up  to  a  dollar  a 
bushel,  at  least  temporarUy,  but  permanently 
higher  prices  seem  to  be  asimrad.  Natural  foreas 
have  accomplished  something  that  was  beyond 
the  powari  of  mankind.  The  'carry-over"  is  go- 
ing to  be  reduced  and  brighter  proapeeta  stored 
M  tti  8t>  ;^  ^  TTie  farmer  Is  hlnr^eif  again,  but 
perhaps  it  would  be  too  much  to  expect  that  he 
will  forget  to  grumUe  and  ghra  ttianlEi  for  a  fair 
If  IMi  for  a  bountiful  harvest.  There  are  former 
Pislrla  farmers  living  in  Victoria,  but  still  with 
Interesta  In  the  nelghborlnff  provlneoik  who  are 
of  more  cheerful  countenance  than  for  many 
daji.  There  is  no  country  in  the  world  that  can 
permanently  oooqMta  with  Canada  In  tba  pro- 
duction of  the  Unaat  quality  of  whott^  Thoro  Is 
comfort  In  that  thought.

H!Mer  declare.s  that  he  l.s  a  man  of  peace,  but 
AS  armed  force  of  Austrian  Nazis  has  been  main- 
tained in  Germany,  and  waa  organlaad  for  the 
AfOwed  purpose,  when  the  occasion  appeared  to 
bt  opportune,  of  crossing  the  border  and  lead- 
ing an  fhsurraetlon  agahist  the  Oovemment  of 

Austria.  The  conspirators  agaln.st  the  peace  and 
political  integrity  of  Austria  acted  prematurely 
And  their  designs  wart  fnistratod.  EOtler  may 
prMesB  that  he  is  a  man  of  peace,  and  he  may 
aAlntaln  that  he  has  no  designs  upon  Austria, 
tti^  late  conspiracy  being  merely  a  domestic 
affair;  btit  the  dictator  is  under  suspir n  md  is 
not  considered  worthy  of  trust.  The  (^ui  .^iion  of 
Ibg  future  of  Austria  has  not  yet  been  settled. 

The  troubled  state  of  Europe  is  another  illus- 
tration of  the  truth  stated  by  a  great  poet  and 
pllUoaopher  that  the  memory  of  the  good  deed? 
of  men  are  buried  with  their  bones  while  the  Ills 
they  do  live  after  them.  Napoleon,  the  scourge 
of  the  world  for  many  years,  Is  the  model  for 
some  of  the  dictators  of  the  present  day.  But 
Napoleon  was  a  great  statesman  as  well  as  a 
brilliant  military  leader.  He  brought  fame  to 
the  armed  leglon.s  of  France,  which  was  but  a 
flatting  thing,  but  he  also  gave  France  a  legal 
code  which  has  been  perpetuated  in  some  of  the 
laws  of  the  most  advanced  nations  of  the  world. 
Hitler  is  as  ambltlou.s  as  the  great  Corsican,  but 
he  has  displayed  none  of  the  talents  of  the  man 
he  hat  adopted  as  a  model.  His  qualities  as  a 
leader  of  men  and  a  statesman  have  yet  to  be 
demonstrated.  He  must  have  some  oratorical 
powers  or  he  could  not  have  secured  such  un- 
doubted Influence  over  the  minds  of  the  tier- 
man  people,  though  an  alien  and  apparently 
sMKtly  an  adventurer.  The  Germans  for  the 
priteut  appear  to  bt  governed  entirely  by  their 
emotlont,  not  by  the  dictates  of  rea.son  or  com- 
mon tmao.  The  existing  conditions  in  Germany 
eannot  be  permanent.  About  the  only  thing 
which  can  be  said  about  the  future  of  the  nation 
Is  that  anything  may  happen,  and  happen 
tlBittt  any  day.  Tht  tenm  tanaol  ilnk  to  the 
bottom;  It  must  be  skimmed  oft  the  top.

The  leader  of  the  Canadian 
Liberal  party  has  declared  that  if  he  gains  power 
one  of  his  first  acts  will  be  denunciation  of 
the  trade  agrtementa  adopted  .^At  tht  Im- 
perial Conference  held  at  Ottawa    There  Is  no 
doubt  at  all  regarding  the  beneficial  effects  of 
thott  agreements  to  the  Dominions  of  the  Em 
pire.    The  agreements  have  been  particularly 
beuehcial  to  the  trade   between   Canada  and 
Great  Britain.  Mr.  Mackenzie  King,  however.  Is 
opposed  to  them  on  the  alleged  ground  that  they 
have  been  prejudicial  to  the  trade  of  Canada 
with  foreign  countries.  There  has  been  a  gtnera 
decline  in  world  trade;  there  has  been  a  marked 
increase  in  the  trade  of  all  the  Dominions.  There 
is  no  immediate  possibility  of  a  moratorium  in 
tariffs.    The  Imperial  preferences  are  palpable 
facts.    Trade  agreements  with  foreign  nations 
art  rtmote  posslbllltlta.  Tet  it  is  proposed  to 
.scrap'  advantages  we  possess  for  advantages  we 
may  never  gain.  All  the  nations  of  the  world  are 
suffering  from  a  continuance  of  the  depression 
in  business.   The  nations  of  the  British  Fmplre 
alone  are  enjoying  a  marked  degree  of  prosperity 
If  there  could  be  anything  more  stupid  than  the 
attitude  of  Canadian  Liberalism  to  Imperial 
preferential  trade,  possibly  some  qualified  free 
trade  authority  will  have  the  goodnr.s.s  to  offer 
an  explanation.   The  situation  has  the  appear 
ance  of  an  outbreak  of  political  rabies.

A  short  while  ago.  a  deputation 
of  Vancouver  and  Victoria  ju-chl- 
tect«  visited  the  Oovemment  of- 
ficials at  the  Parliament  Buildings 
and  made  a  plea  for  work  to  be  dis- 
tributed wherever  possible  amaof 
members  of  thr  profession  In  prac- 
tice in  the  Province  of  Brlti.sh  Co- 
lumbia. They  had  a  sympathetic 
hearing,  and  It  was  hoped  that  any 
Government  work,  wherever  pos- 
sible, would  be  di.stribiited  among 
the  practi.sinK  arcliitecf.s,  or  divided 
among  mt  iiilj^'r.*.  of  the  profe-s-slon  to 
enable  them  to  weather  the  storm. 

The  Psderal  Ooremment  reeently 
placed  a  Government  Job  with  a 
firm  of  Vancouver  architects,  the 
cost  amounting  to  approxlrnHtely 
$100,000.  The  Victoria  architects 
who  were  on  the  deputation  to  the 
Parliament  Buildings  (of  which  I 
wa.s  a  member),  clearly  understood 
that  if  any  Ctovernment  buildings 
were  given  to  the  profession,  the 
work  would  be  dlstrUmled  among 
them,  as  an  need  tha  work,  and  it 
was  left  at  that. 

I  read  in  the  lo<-fil  papers  the 
other  day  that  the  Marine  Building 
was  to  be  carried  out  and  the  woric 
given  to  local  architects.  I  tele- 
phoned the  vice-president  of  the 
Architectural  AR.soclation  and  ask-Kl 
him  if  anything  had  been  done 
about  it.  He  s.%id  yes.  and  that  I 
had  not  been  to  any  aMetlBfs  or 
I  would  know  about  It.    I  told  him 

that  I  had  not  been  notified.  He 
accused  me  of  lack  of  interest  in 
the  matter.  I  asked  if  anything 
had  been  done  and  he  admitted 
that  two  or  three  arohlteeta  in 
Victoria  are  alrsatfir  In  Una  tar  titfs 
work. 

It  is  not  goln;;  to  he  spread  OW 
the  local  archltecU.  although  they 
all  need  It  and  understood  that  this 
was  to  be  the  procedure  adopted.  I 
telephoned  a  well-known  and  highly 
respected  architect  here  and  asked 
him  If  he  had  been  notified  He 
had  not  and  knew  nothing  about  it 
I  told  him  that  X  Intended  to  write 
a  itAter  to  the  press  and  Bsafce  the 
sit  un tion  clear.  He  agreed  that  it 
wa.s  the  best  thing  to  do 

I  consider  that  until  we  have  a 
better  imderstandlng  throughout 
the  whole  birtniss  eommmrttf  In 
Canada  and  the  world  In  gsneial 
and  try  to  be  honest  among  our- 
selvps.  wp  rannot  hope  that  the 
world  wUl  right  Itself.  The  start 
must  be  made  with  the  individual. 
I  rsgrsi  having  to  publish  these 
facts  regarding  my  own  profsssloii, 
but  feel  that  the  matter  .should  be 
brought  to  light  before  the  job 
settled,  a.s  it  is  one  which  should

Which  should 
have  power  to  choose  the  magis- 
trates A'.«o.  th-"  rlianKe  would  give 
councils  power  of  varying  the  sal- 
arir.s  in  keeping  with  the  times,  as 
is  done  with 
servants.
